GERMANS AGAIN 
ON RUN BEFORE 
THE ALLIES 

American. Thrust In Collier of Mnr 
nt Serln«-c. Ha. Already Gltcii 
Result.-- Kneiny Pleos I'rc- 
elpllntely Before Allied 
forces. 

With the French Army In France, 
August 1— General Mnngin, with the 
French nnd llrllish troops or his com- 
mand, Is drilling n severe battle north 
of the Onrcq river nnd Is mnklng con- 
siderable progress. 

After taking the village of Grand 
II07.OJ'. northwest of Fere-Kn-Tnrde- 
nols, the Allied troops advanced to the 
I'lessiere wood, where the combatants 
nre in the closest of grips and the 
combat Is extraordinarily tierce. The 
heights north of Grand Iloz.oy hnvc 
fallen Into the hnnds of the Allies and 
nt several points the Allied troops 
have npproached within five miles of 
the railroad leading to nnzoches. 
which is the only railroad that can he 
used by the Germans for maintaining 
communications. 

With the French Army In France. 
August 1— With the fall of darknex- 
tonlght fighting continued between 
the Allies and the German, on the 
western side of the Soissons-Hhelms 
salient. Allied observers reported 
that bodies of German troops were 
fleeing precipitately northward along 
the road leading from l.niiiioy. which 
lies about midway lie! ween Soissons 
and Fere-en-Tardenols. 



Washington. August 1 — - The Ger- 
man armies apparently nre again on 
the retreat in the Alsne-Marne sal- 
ient. The American thrust In the cen- 
ter of the line, at Scringes- already ha. 
given result. The I'aris statement to- 
night showed that the Allied forces 
had leaped forward on the German 
flanks on both sides, indicating to ob- 
servers here tlint the Withdrawal to 
the Vesle wns In full SWlng, 

The enemy made every effort to 
burl the Americans hack across the 
Ourck. but failed. 

With magnificent gellnntry. British 
and French forces took full advant- 
age of the situation. The enemyv was 
hurled off Chalmont Butte In a dash- 
ing assault by Franco-British units 
nnd to the east, the French also ham- 
mered nt his lines. Tonight's report 
shows that it wns made untenable and 
that the French and British have 
made rapid progress In exploiting the 
success. 

The fnct that 800 prisoners were 
taken in one part of the action Indi- 
cated that the retreat was more pre- 
cipitate than it has been for last few 
days. This was viewed as further 
evidence thai the enemy was with- 
drawing under pressure nnd gave 
new hopes that his lines along the 
Veste would not be fully prepared 
when the Allies arrive before them 

Aside from the gains in territory 
made In the Allied counter drive, of- 
ficers believed It has already served 
its greatest purpose In proving to the 
German army that it Is not Invincible. 
The enemy has been foiled In his ob- 
jectives, first In his thrusts toward 
(thelitis, organised witli nil the skill 
and unsparing effort of which he wns 
capable, and then in bis effort to hold 
bis gains against a counter assault. 
Twice he has tried to stem the tide 
of advance that lias been set against 
him and twice lie has failed. His best 
troops have been thrown in reckless- 
ly and fought with utter heroism 
without avail. The crushing force of 
the AllleiJ effort continued nnd com- 
pelled further ret rent. 

Secretary Baker has received no an- 
swer today to his recent Instructions 
to General Pershing to expedite cas- 
ualties.

Greene Mne Head Ha. In MayRvllle 
Yesterday Preparing to llriag 

New vvhnrfbont Here— Li- 
cense Committee Refused 
to Arl Mow. 

Captain Gordon C. Greene, of the 
Greene Line, spent nil day yesterdny 
In Maysville on business In connec- 
tion with the proposed new wharfhoat 
for Maysville nnd held several confer- 
ences with prominent business men 
In regard to bringing tho new whnrf- 
bont here next week. 

Captain Greene called on Chalrmnn 
Thomas Laliy, of the License Com- 
mittee of City Council and made ap- 
plication for n license to operate a 
wharfboat here. Mr. Lally did not 

agree to recommend the issuance of 
the license until the Wharves and 
Ferries committee had ncled on the 
matter and referred the matter to 
Chalrmnn Frank Hunslcker. of the 

Wharves and Ferries Committee and 

the other members of that committee. 

Mr. Hunslcker say. Captain Greene 
did not pay him a visit on the matter 
yesterday. 

In talking the whnrfbont question 
over the local business men and of- 
fleinls here yesterdny Captain Greene 
said that it was not his intention to 
monopolize the river business of the 
City of Maysville for the Greene lino 
of steamboats and that he he would 
certainly allow boats of oilier lines to 
Innd at his Wharfboat If he were given 
a license. 

Before a license is recommended 
by the License Committee or granted 
by the City Council, however, the 
Wharves nnd Ferries Committee is to 
be heard from and it was understood 
yesterday thai this committee will 
continito to insist upon n contract be- 
tween the city and the Green Line lie- 
fore the license will bo recommended 
and in this contract specified rates of 
wharfage nre to be agreed upon by 
councilmcn nnd representatives of tho 
steamboat company. 

Captain Greene is very anxious to 
get everything in shape so tbnt the 
committees can act this week and 
make recommendations at the meet- 
ing of the City Council on next Mon- 
day night. Immediately upon the 
granting of a license, Captain Greene 
plans to move his wharfboat to the 
local grade nnd begin operations.

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PARTY POLITICS CONTROLS OWENS 

When the board of County Commissioners took their Reats they 
announced to the people of Mason county that they expected to con- 
dnct the business affairs of the county in a strictly business like man- 
ner and thai (hey expected to save the county all of the money pos- 
sible in all of their business transactions. 

Following out this general plan the Commissioners have reduced 
expenses wherever they could possibly do so and the county has 
been given the most business like administration it has known in 
many years. 

Realising that heretofore the county has spent large sums of 
money each year in printing and advertising the Commissioners be. 
gan their term of office by asking for bids for county advertising. 

These county officials knew that for the printing of county bal- 
lots lnrge sums of money had been pnid and shortly before time for 
the printing of the ballots to he used in tomorrow's primary elec- 
tion, County Judge Purnell and the Commissioners requested County 
Clerk Owens, who by law is authorised t<> have this printing done, 
to ask'for bids lor this work from nil of the Mason county printer's 
and they also asked that he award the contract to the printers mak- 
ing the lowest and best bid. 

The local printers prepared bids to submit to Mr. Owens but' 
he refused to accept the bids and awarded the contract without any 
investigation as to price to the Daily Bulletin, the Democratic organ 
of the county. 

Through this action, Mr. Owens has refused the request of ihr 
County Commissioners. lie has refused to give all of the printers 
of the county a square deal in distributing this work and has re- 
fused to step in line with the County Judge, Commissioners and 
other officers in their endeavor to give Mason county this year a 
money saving administration of the county's business. 

Mr. Owens, who was one of the very few Democrats left in office 
after the Republican landslide of last year, lias allowed party poli- 
tics to control the affairs of his office while other officials have been 
distributing work to the best advantage of the county's treasury 
irrespective of polities. 

Just this sort of business is responsible in a large measure to 
the great Republican landslide of a year ago. The people of the 
county had become sick and tired of a few men control in g the af- 
fairs of the county and they spoke in unmistakable terms. Despite 
this demonstration of the feeling of the people of Mason county. Mr. 
Owens refused even to receive bids from other printers to ascertain 
the probable cost of the printing of the ballots hut it is our opinion 
that public sentiment will he so very strong against this sort of party 
politics when the county's funds arc concerned that in the future 
whether Republican or Democrat the county's interests will a ways 
be first.

Department of Agriculture to Assist 
In Developing Industry Willi Plant 
Which Is Valuable Source 
Of Tannin.

Washington, I). C, August 1— Wo- 
men and children on farmsa can 
make Rood wages from June to Sep- 
tember by Katlicrins and ttfrtiiK sti- 
mac as a side line, the United States 
Department of Agriculture says, To 
assist In firmly establishing tho in- 
dustry of gntlieriiiK this wild plant — 
a source of tannin used in tanning 
and dyeing— the department is soon 
to publish In a bulletin helpful sug- 
gestions to gatherers and dealers. It 
is believed that the possibilities of the 
sumac industry has not been realized 
and that war's interruption or Sicilian 
importations makes the present an 
opportune time to place the industry 
on a firmer footing. The sumac plant 
Is chiefly abundant east of the Mis- 
sissippi Itivcr from Maine to Central 
Georgia and Mississippi. 

Domestic sumac as now prepared 
(or mnrket contains less tannin and is 
much Inferior in color to the imported 
Sicilian sumac. When properly gath- 
ered and cured, domestic sumac leaf 
contains from 25 to 30 per cent, of 
tannin, practically as much as the 
Sicilian variety. Gatherers In this 
country In recent years have received 
a low price for sumac— from Sn cents 
to $1.10 per hundred pounds. Care- 
fully gathered and properly cured Si- 
cilian sumac leaf sells In this coun- 
try at from $2.60 to 14 a hundred 
pounds. 

Proper methods of gathering, cur- 
ing and handling sumac ure explained 
In the bulletin. The common domes- 
tic varieties of sumac are described, 
so that they may be readily recog- 
nized and data on the comparative 
tannin content are given, togetlier 
with other practical Information on 
the subject.

Liming gives nearly everywhere in 
creased yields of wheat. Two tons of 
ground limestone per acre will last 
for six or eight years and, as a rule 
In the experimental work, an Increase 
of 20 per cent, in the wheal eron haB 
been the result. The writer knows of 
no mntcrial outside of acid phosphate 
so sure as lime to Increase the wheat 
crop appreciably. However, he would 
not recommend it for land which pro- 
duces good crops of clover without 
liming. 

Both our climate and the physical 
make-up ol our soils are favorable to 
wheat production, but the soil fertil- 
ity is too low. There is need of ma- 
nure as well as of lime nnd phos- 
phate. Early soli preparation, the 
right variety and the proper time of 
seeding are important, ns well as each 
of many details that might be men- 
tioned, and he who neglects to consid- 
er them will suffer loss for, put to- 
gether these details make the differ- 
ence between success and fnilure. At 
the same time the crying need is In- 
creased soil fertility. Study over the 
matter. Can not more farm manure 
be saved and used for wheat than in 
the past? Why not lime the land for 
the sake of both the wheat and the 
clover and grass which follows?

100 WOMEN MARCH a AVn-KKNT 
BAIBB PARADE 

Philadelphia, Pa. — One hundred wo- 
men from the 1300 block of South 
Stanley street, between Thirteenth 
and Thirty-first streets, carrying 
American flags, marched Into United 
Stute District Attorney Kane's office, 
in the federal building, to protest 
against the alleged "unwarranted 
raising of rent" for their houses upon 
the part of the Perello Realty com- 
pany, Sixteenth and Moore streets.

The sugar ratios for August will bo 
two pounds, and Federal Food Admin- 
istrator Fred M. Sackett, has Issued 
Instructions to the County Adminis- 
trators to see that the limit is strict- 
ly onforccd. Under the new system 
devised by Mr. Sackett, It will be an 
easy mnter to punish the selfish 
householder or the earless nnd unpa- 
triotic merchant 

Mr. Sackett's Instructions to the 
retailers provide ns follows: "A book 
or card system must be kept in which 
Is registered the name of tho house- 
hold buying sugar, the number of 
persons In the family, the allotment 
for the month nt two pounds per 
head, the dntes during the month on 
which the purchases were mndo, and 
tho total at the end of the month sup- 
plied to the family must not exceed 
the nllotment. The book must be kept 
nlphabetleally arranged nnd the pur- 
chases of each family kept on the 
page or the enrd reserved for the fain- 
tly, so that the Inspector can see at 
nny time without hunting through the 
book to find the purchases. The bet- 
ter plnn is n small card system which 
can be kept In a box, nnd each pur- 
chase entered on the purchaser's card 
and the cards kept In alphabetical or- 
der." 

In view of the reduced ration, the 
nllotment to retailers for August has 
been cut. Every retailer has filed 
with Mr. Sackett a report of tlte 
amount of sugar sold during the last 
month. Only two-thirds of this 
amount will be supplied him during 
August. 

Merchants supply sugar out of the!) 
regular stock to householders with 
canning certificates. If the cerllll 
cntes nre found to have been properly 
Issued, the Administration will re- 
place the sugar sold for this purpose 
In this way, if n merchant become 
careless In selling tor cnnnlng pui 
poses, his stock will become depleted 
and his business will suffer. For the 
reason. It is believed Hint the fc 
merchants who may lie unpatriotic 
will he forced to conduct their busi- 
ness just as if they wore.

Mrnersl Pershing mid ilcncml Koeli 
Make Appeals to the Amerlcsn 
Y. M. C. A. For More Men. 

Renewed sppeals from Oenernl 
Pershing and General Foch, together 
with tho plans of the Government at 
| Washington to havo nearly l.ROO.OOO 
In Franco by September, have result- 
ed In a new drive by the National War 
Work Council of the Y. M. C. A. to 
recruit approximately 4,000 business 
and professional men for overseas 
duty during the summer. New York 
City bus accepted a quota of 1,000 men 
SlMITS draft age to serve the soldiers 
In Red Triangle huts and other Y. M. 
C. A. recruiting organizations over the 
country making nn effort to enlist the 
services of .1,000 other men. 

"The men most needed here nre the 
men most needed In France today." 
says nn announcement received here 
today by C. A. Tevebnugh nnd D. H. 
Lyon of the Slate Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association. "The Y. M. C. A. 
is basing Its nppenl for men on the 
ground Hint there is no job In Frnneo 
too small for the biggest man In any 
American community. The Y. M. C. 
A. workers In France have had to he- 
come n part of the military mnehlne. 
Gen. Pershing relies upon the Asso- 
ciation to keep up the morale of the 
troops so that with military trnining 
they mny become the most efficient 
fighting mnchlnes that ever went in- 
to active war service. 

"First of Slli there Is n pressing 
demand for men who are natural 
lenders, men who nre real men, good 
mixers nnd capable of exerting the 
proper Influence. These lenders gen- 
erally are assigned ns hut secretaries, 
In which position they will require a 
versatility nlmost inconceivable. They 
must he above the lighting age, hut 
must he ntile to undergo as searching 
a physical examination ns does the 
DlU "Admitted to the combat branches 
of the service. Ambnssndor Sharp. In 
a recent nppenl for more workers, em- 
phasized tho fact that ninny were 
breaking under the terrific strain. 

"Thnt Is tho answer to those who 
regnrd the Y. M. C. A. ns a paradise 
Tor pacifists, a rerugo for slackers. We 
enn use none of them In our service. 
\t least one In eight or ten of our 
workers in France is in the shell zone 
Recent dispatches hnvo told of the 
"asslng of our workers, of their death 
ir serious injury cnuscd by bursting 
ihrapnel. The uniform of the Red 
mangle Is not for the man who does 
lot want to go to war. It is the uni- 
form that every 'middle-aged' man 
should aspire to wear. Although it 
:ives him no militnrv rank It give him 
iie opportunity for patriotic service 
and for distinction — many *Y' work- 
ers in France have already been cited 
for bravery." 

Further fields of usefulness require 
oxperls In sports nnd education, nnd 
motor mechanics. Hundreds of men. 
with a capacity for leadership in mass 
athletics are needed. Men who drive 
their own automobiles are being re- 
cruited for the motor transport ser- 
vice In France. Prominent educators 
are enlisting for the great Khnki Col- 
lege that Gen. Pershing has author- 
ized In conjunction with the trnining 
in the concentration camps back of 
the western front. 

The Wnr Personnel noard of the 
Central Military Department, com- 
prising fifteen middle western states, 
reached Its high mark in recruiting 
men and women for Y. M. C. A. ser- 
vice In June, when a total of 747 men 
and women were enrolled. This was 
considered a typical month in recruit- 
ing. Of this number 4!tr> men and 23 
women were assigned to overseas du- 
ty. The number enlisted for work in 
the home camps was 229 men. Ill- 
inois and Chicago took Hie lead In re- 
cruiting, with a total of 144 men nnd 
women assigned to foreign nnd do- 
mestic duty. Ohio followed with S3 
men and women and lown took third 
place with 73 recruits. Indiana and 
Kentucky tied for fourth place, with 
19 recruits from each state. Other 
Btntes represented In u table of. totals 
for recruiting Just received as fol- 
lows: Colorado, 34: Kansas, 37; 
Michigan, 41; Minnesota, 64; Missouri 
52; Nebraska, 26; North Dakota, 16: 
South Dakota, 4; Wisconsin. 34; Can- 
ada. 3. 



STATE TROOPS 
OF KENTUCKY 
TOJAVE VOTE 

Kentucky Soldiers and Sailers to |>lny 
Part in November Klectlon lint 
Kxrltided From Primary. 

Frankfort, Ky. — Pnrty cnmpnlgn 
committees In Kentucky will havo a 
new nnd important work to perform 
and one that will require real system 
nnd activity; which, In fact, may be 
a determining factor in the November 
election — rounding up the soldier 
vote. For the flxat time Kentucky sol- 
diers In the field, and nil other ab- 
sentees, whose regular occupations 
cnll them nway from home, will have 
nn opportunity to vote for Senator, 
Congressmen and Judges this fnll. 

There nre some 76.000 Kentucklnns 
In the nrmy nnd navy. Probably over 
60,000 of these are voters. How many 
will he In France by election time Is 
problematical. Many of them will. 
These cannot vote, hecnuse appllcn- 
tion for the hallo! enn be mnde not 
more than sixty days before the elec- 
tion, and they could not get their bal- 
lots In time nnd get them bnck. A 
special committee in charge of the 
hill nt the Inst session of the General 
Assembly found that to extend the 
time would throw tho whole primary 
and general election laws Into con- 
fusion. 

There will be. however, thousands 
of soldiers In camps In the 1'nited 
Stntes, many thousands more than 
there are now. Ten thousand will go 
next month, nil over 21 years old. 
Many sailors will he on shore duty or 
within reach. The combined vote pre- 
sents pretty possibilities for the skill- 
ed election manager. 

No soldier votes will be cast in the 
primary next Saturday, Candidates 
for United States Senator, for Con- 
gressmen in each of tho eleven dis- 
tricts and for Judge of the Court of 
Appeals in the Second Appellate Dis- 
trict nnd for Circuit Judge in the 
Fifth District will be nominated. 

Democrats will nominate in the pri- 
mary only n candidate for United 

States Senator. Judge of the Court of 
Appeals In the Second District nnd 
Circuit Court in the Fifth District. 



Washington, D. C, August 1— The 
commercial stocks of wheat reported 
to the Department of Agriculture in a 
food survey dated July 1, 1918.

He not only 
owned nnd occupied one of the first 
cottages but was n wise and discreet 
policeman and In many ways aided In 
the work. From Tollesborri came 
Oeorgo W. Jordnn and Dr. William 
Howmnn whoso friendship was seen 
in their cottages nnd their presence 
for many annual occasions. Miles 
Wnllingford. long its Treasurer and 
cottage owner has passed to the com- 
pany within the vale. More prominent 
than any other stands out William 
Ruggles who Is the good providence 
of Ood owned these grounds and who, 
moved by Ills grace, offered to us 
their use on such reasonable consid- 
erations that we were able to make 
them the property of the Association 
There was n noted Mother in Israel 
coming to us from the Christian 
Church. Mrs. Degmnn, who became 
one of our efficient workers, and often 
led the Mothers' Meeting with great 
skill nnd loving spirit. • 

Mrs. Hnmrlck. widow of Rev. Thom- 
as I hi Hindi, was a devoted friend and 
fellow worshiper. Others were Jesse 
and Thomas Ruggles, Henry Smith 
There nre many others Squally de- 
voted: but my memory does call up 
these names. Hut what a company of 
glorified souls! They have gone on 
before us. We are following them to 
their blissful mansions. They wore 
faithful unto death nnd enjey now the 
crown of life. Let us never forget 
their devotion to Christ, ami love lor 
this Campmeeting, and keep their 
lives In view ns Incentives to make 
this place more nnd more the birth 
place of immortal bouIs, who would 
otherwise not be brought into the 
Kingdom. If from their blissful homes 
they could speak to us today they 
would say to us "Leaving the things 
that nre behind press toward the 
murk for the Prise of your high call- 
ing which is Clod In Christ Jesus." 

When it comes to story-telling some 
of these dear old preachers who have 
traveled the mountain districts most 
of their lives, can Just take the prem- 
ium over all. Here Is one of his prize 
stories: 

The speaker and an old fashioned 
mountain prenoher were holding a 
meeting tn one of the mountnin vil- 
lages and they decided to take a walk 
to visit Borne of the villagers.

Not being satisfied with 
the preacher's continued conversation 
with the Lord nnd apparently not un- 
derstanding the meaning of the situa- 
tion he grubbed the preacher by the 
calf of the leg with an angry growl 
Just then the preacher shouted "Hal- 
lelujah. 1 am bit by the dog." As soon 
as he fluiHbed ho turned to Hie speak- 
er and said "Didn't the dog bite you?"
